WOULD MAKE JUDGES 


APPOINTIVE OFFICES 


Bar Committee Recommends 


Plan to Consideration 


of Members. 


Appointment of judges of dis- 
trict and supi erne courts of the 
state by the governor who shall 
be limited to names recommended 
by a judicial council, three for dis- 
trict judges and associate supreme 
court justices and five for chief 
justice, is iccommemleii in a re- 
port of a special committee headed 
by Ftobei t H. Beatty and composed 
of Bern R. Coulter. Rodney Dun- 
lap, George N. Mecham and Ralph 
P. Wilson. 


The committee says that, "it is 
abhorrent to most lawyers quali- 
fied and fitted to serve upon the 
bench to he caller] upon periodic- 
ally to leave their high judicial 
duties for the purpose of engaging 
in the unpleasant spectacle of go- 
ing about from place to place, ad- 
vertising, as it were, their legal 
talents and qualifications to fulfill 
high judicial positions as a street 
peddler would his wares, and then 
find himself defeated by a much 
less qualified man who proved, 
however, to be the better politi- 
cian." It adds that if the best quali- 
fied men are to be induced to 
accept such positions, and if the 
courts are to retain the respect 
and confidence of the public, the 
test of judicial ability must be 
substituted for political aptitude. 
Ten states now have appointive 
judges. 


Another requisite for securing 
the best talent is increased salaries 
for judges and provisions for re- 
tirement compensation based on 
faithful service. A constitutional 
amendment is necessary to accom- 
plish .these results. 
The committee recommends that 
a referendum of members of the 
bar be taken on the question of 
appointive judges and that if two- 
thirds favor the change, a consti- 
tutional amendment shall be pre- 
sented at the 1939 convention. At 
the first general election ocurring 
90 or more days after the appoint- 
ment of a district Judge or su- 
preme judge, his name should go 
on the ballot, with the question of 
whether he ahull hold for a term 
of six yearn attached. It in pointed 
out this Is no reflection on present 
judges, but i« recommended that 
they may feel more secure to the 
advantage of the public.

ARMISTICE IN SPAIN. 


There has been some talk of ar- 


ranging an armistice 
in 
Spain 


over the Christmas holidays. The 
thought of a cessation of holidays 
over Christmas and New Year's 
is very intriguing. All those in 
the trenches, as well as the folks 
back home, would welcome the 
opportunity for the whole family 
to spend Christmas at home. War 
ia difficult at all times; but its 
anguish is no more impressive 
than on Christmas eve when duty 
compels one to remain in a cold, 
muddy trench, far from 
loved 


ones. 


If, however, an armistice can 


be arranged, then there is some- 
thing radically wrong with the 
whole war. LC this war can be 
halted 
temporarily, it 
can 
be 


halted permanently. There In no 
sense in a war in which men are 
slaughtered daily and yet the lead- 
ers are on such good terms that a 
truce can b« arranged to permit 
celebration of a holiday; 


If an armistice can be arranged, 


and it is to be hoped that it can, 
it should be permanent. If an 
armistice can be 
agreed 
upon, 


then perhaps the issues Involved 
can be fought out over the coun- 
cil table. If a truce can be agreed 
to, then peace can be agreed to. 


There is no sense In men fight- 


ing, in their killing one another, 
if the matter is so unimportant, 
if .the urgency is so minor that 
the war can wait o.n a holiday. If 
the fighting can be stopped for 
Christmas, 
.surely 
It 
can 
be 


stopped because men's lives are be- 
ing taken and their 
bodies 
de- 


stroyed. 


The war in Spain should have 


been fought out at the ballot box. 
Unfortunately for the attempt to 
do so, the insurgents, the few 
selfish and ambitious lenders of 
the revolution, were unwilling to 
abide by the decision and, en- 
couraged 
by 
Europe's 
fascist 


powers, brought on a bloody and 
disastrous war. Now, after months 
of slaughter, there is talk of an 
armistice so that men might go 
thru the form of celebrating the 
Yuletlde. 


ANOTHER ANNIVERSARY. 
Transportation 
facilities 
were 


undergoing growing pnins 35 yenrs 
ago. On Dec. 17, 1903, the Wrights 
made their first airplane flight at 
Kitty Hawk, N. C. The motorcar 
was beginning to attract a great 
deal of attention about that time. 
A few cars were in private or 
commercial line and the public was 
beginning to hear talk about good 
roads. 
Everybody knows about 


the growth of the motorcar indus- 
try and the extent to which cars 
ore used today. 


The airplane industry has also 


made a phenomenal growth. Mid- 
dle aged men of todny were born 
at a time when there was not an 
established air line in the country. 
For a number of years nfter the 
first flight at Kitty Hawk the 
plan* was looked upon as an exhi- 
bition machine. There were doubts 
as to its commercial value. 


Aerial navigation was given a 


great boost in the war years fiom 
1914 to 1918. The plane wns used 
in actual combat over the battle- 
fields of Europe and heavy bomb- 
ers droned over London and CIIK-S 
in France dropping their deadly 
missiles. 
The necessities of \\ ar 


did much for aerial navigation 
With the coming of peace and the 
d e m a n d for faster and faster 
transportation, progress in com- 
mercial air navigation was rapid. 
From the two passenger planes of 
•war days we now have giant ships 
that carry more than 40 passen- 
gers. The public hears of others 
in process of manufacture or plan- 
ning that will double that load. 


Air disasters have been many 


and of serious consequence. While 
aerial safety has not completely 
arrived, much progress has been 
made. 
The industry is learning 


rapidly from sad experience. 


Thirty-five years in the devel- 


opment of air 
navigation have 


worked wonders. 
The world is 


conscious of the progress made 
and marvels at the result. Never- 
theless, engineers promise greater 


progress in the future with greater 
safety and more acceptable public 
servieV. 


FIGHT ON CAR INSPECTION. 
So 
much 
dissatisfaction 
has 


been expressed over the motor car 
inspection law and the regulations 
relating to use of private cars In 
this state that the legislature Is 
sure to consider amendments to 
the present law. Some predict that 
the inspection act will be wiped 
out and that along with It may 
go the state patrol system. These 
predictions are coming from mem- 
bers of the coming unicameral and 
from others who have been op- 
pressed and annoyed by the law. 


The state car inspection law is 


predicated on the premise of public 
safety. It provides for a car in- 
spection once a year, the idea be- 
ing to take unsafe cars from the 
highway. With inspections so far 
apart the safety of cars in use \a 
not guaranteed, and opponents of 
the law say boldly that its effect 
is only that of a revenue measure. 


One of the objections to the 


state patrol setup is in Its man- 
agement. That has been divided 
between the two state 
depat t- 


ments. Under the present scheme 
the statement Is often heard that 
Nebraska has two state 
sheriff 


setups. One proposition is that the 
state sheriff's office be abolished 
and- all the work now handled by 
that official, whatever it may be, 
be turned over to the highway 
patrol. In that case the patrol 
would be loaded with duties addi- 
tional to highway traffic law en- 
forcement. 


It is reported that in many 


counties no effort has heen made 
to comply with inspection law pro- 
visions and that only in the larger 
cities is an attempt made to en- 
force the law. In Lincoln, for in- 
stance, by ordinance and state law 
two inspections are provided per 
year. Fees from inspections car- 
ried on at the expense of the car 
owners are divided between the 
city and the state. This city haa 
established an elaborate testing 
station thru which many cars 
must pass twice a year, once for 
state and once for city inspection. 
Inspection has not been pleasing 
to car owners. These regard the 
small fee exacted, which in the 
city's case goes to police depart- 
ment funds, as just another tax. 


"Just another tax" is becoming 


a too frequent addition to the cost 
of living. It Is an addition to 
government that, because of in- 
frequent careless inspections, be- 
comes a burden without corre- 
sponding benefits.

Later came Its 
removal to Durham and successive 
metamorphoses as Normal college 
ami Trinity college under Presi- 
dent Braxton Craven; and, finally, 
Its emergence under the endow- 
ment of James B. Duke In 1024, as 
a university of national stature. 
Significantly, Duke has arisen on 
the shoulders of Noith Carolina's 
Industry. But still more signifi- 
cantly, Its first roots lie in the soil, 
from whence came the founder of 
that family whose generosity, over 
a long period of years, made it the 
institution it is today. 


The endowment of 192-i was the 


high point of numerous benefac- 
tions by tho Duke family, begun 
by Washington Duke, whose single 
tobacco barn grew into one of the 
nation's richest Industries. In 1891, 
for example, when Trinity college 
(now the name of the undergradu- 
ate college at Duke) was author-

academic pomp, haa that aim also. 
A lecture and concert Aeries are 
going forward now and will last 
until April, when the formal cele- 
bration of the hundred years wll] 
begin.

WASHINGTON.—T h e r e 's an 


old rule that a president of the 
United States ought to be per- 
mitted 
to appoint anybody he 


pleases to his cabinet and that, 
unless something involving per- 
sonal integrity arises, the senate 
is expected to confirm his choices. 


Today there are two vacancies 


in the cabinet—the attorney gen- 
eral and the secretary of com- 
merce—to be filled before the end 
of the year. Already the discus- 
sion in political minded Washing- 
ton turns on whether the appoint- 
ments will be construed as a turn 
on the part of the administration 
toward the left or the right. 


Such 
speculation 
Is 
unwar- 


ranted. 
Both appointments un- 


doubtedly will be personal. They 
will represent the president's con- 
ception of reward for faithful ser- 
vice. That's what has always been 
true, except that usually the re- 
ward is for party or political ser- 
vice, whereas, in the present in- 
stances, it doubtless will be a case 
of reward for official service per- 
formed by some of his associates 
in the new deal during the last 
fiv* years. 


Certainly that will be the case 


if Harry Hopkins is made secre- 
tary of commerce. 
The job of 


WPA administrator 
has been 


thankless one. It haa required 
continuous work under the most 
trying circumstances. Public criti- 
cism of the WPA for becoming 
intermingled in politics should by 
no means b« centered on Mr. Hop- 
kins alone. The day the U. S. 
senate refused to accede to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's request that the 
state WPA administrators should 
be free from politics, and insisted 
Instead on requiring that the selec- 
tions be confirmed by the senate, 
politics entered into the, problem 
by the front door. Many a sena- 
tor had a voice in selecting the 
WPA director for his state, and 
politics crept into the WPA quite 
naturally after that. 


This is not saying- that 
Mr. 


Hopkins' comments on the Iowa 
political situation, for example, 
were justified, but it does mean 
that Mr. Hopkins' qualifications 
for secretary of commerce have 
nothing- to do with the contro- 
versy over the way the 
WPA 


should be reorganized. It Is doubt- 
less going to be reconstructed. 


As for the department of com- 


merce or any other post in the 
cabinet, presidents can and often 
do 
appoint prominent political 


leaders. Some of them make excel- 
lent 
cabinet secretaries. 
Thus, 


Cordcll Hull, the popular and able 
secretary of state, was for many 
years chairman of the democratic 
national committee. 


If Mr. Hopkins should be made 


secretary of commerce, as is cur- 
rently reported, the business world 
will doubtless, at first impression, 
think that this Is a radical or at 
least unfriendly act toward busi- 
ness, which would like naturally 
to see a man from the active busi- 
ness- ranks appointed. But it is an 
erroneous assumption to declare 
that Mr. Roosevelt In this particu- 
lar appointment would be acting 
toward business In any friendly or 
unfriendly way. The truth Is he 
lihe.s Harry Hopkins nnd has un- 
bounded 
confidence 
in 
If, 
therefore, he chooses to give the 
department of commerce post tc 
Mr. Hopkins, It may easily mean 
that business men and the busi- 
ness viewpoint will have a better 
conduit 
of 
expi ession 
of their 


views than they have had before. 


Clearly, if. the business and ad- 


visory council, for example, which 
is attached to the department of 
cotnmerce, should now formulate 
proposals and If Harry Hopkins 
concurs 
In 
them, 
the 
business 


group will find a better and more 
vigorous champion at the white 
house than they have ever had. 
Unhappily, one of the complaints 
about Secy. Roper's regime was 
that he did not have the confidence 
of the left wing in the new deal 
and hence was not as powerful in 
administration policy as he should 
have been or as Mr. Hopkins 
would be.

Baer stands Joe Louis and the 
championship, and what 
they're 
saying is that if anybody is going 
to take Louis, Nova IP the man. 


Lack* Only Experience. 


He had everything except expe- 


rience Friday night. His 
short 
right needs to travel only a foot to 
explode like TNT. His left hand 
was in Farr's face almost every 
time you looked at them. And, in 
the wild 14th 
round, Nova had 
Farr out on his feet and the crowd 
was yelling for the referee to stop 
the slaughter and save a brave 
man. 


If this was Farr's farewell to the 


big time, then he left an unfor- 
gettable picture. His face vas a 
mask of red and the blood rolled 
to his neck and forked into rivu- 
lets. He was reeling and Nova was 
after him, slamming him with a 
left and right and a left and right 
until his head bobbed like a cork 
in the breakers. Farr's heart— 
and what a great heart it is—told 
him to go on but his legs said no. 
He sagged against the ropes near 
his own corner, and Nova meas- 
ured him for the kill. Referee Ed- 
die Joseph took a quick look into 
his 
eyes and 
stepped 
between 


them. Nova, thinking he had won 
by a technical knockout, raced for 
his own corner.
